Applicant filed an amendment to the claims March 1 1 , 201 0. Claims 1 -3, 
6, 7 are amended. Claims 4, 5, 13, 16, 18-58, 60-65 are cancelled. Claims 66- 
88 are new. 

Claims 1-3, 6-12, 14, 15, 17, 59, 66-88 are pending. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

claims 1 , 66, 80 are drawn to wild type or fusion proteins of alpha-1 ,2 
mannosidase and GnTI and either wild type or fusion proteins must be elected. 

claims 7, 71 , 83 are drawn to one or more nucleic acid molecules having 
specific transferase activities and one or a specific combination of transferases 
must be elected. 

claims 70, 82 are drawn to sugar transporters and one or a specific 
combination of sugar transporters must be elected. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form 
or otherwise require all the limitations of an allowed generic claim.

The special technical feature is yeast that comprise a reduction in alpha 
1 ,6 mannosyltransferase activity, and increases in alpha 1 , 2-mannosidase and 
GlcNac transferase activity. As indicated in the Office Action of September 24, 
2009, page 9, the art provides guidance for making this yeast.
